High-Acid Oranges In New County 
Plantings Present Major Problem 
Re-Budding Program Is Necessary 


(Ed. Note: Citrus growers of Tulare county have suddenly been 
faced with two serious facts of life — an outbreak of Quick Decline 
has been found in the north end of the county; and high-acid fruit is 
being produced, or will be produced, in a large portion of the coun- 
ty's extensive new plantings. In the case of Quick Decline, efforts are 
being rushed to set up facilities to make necessary tests; in the case 
of high-acid fruit, which must be eliminated in order to hold the high 
quality of Tulare county citrus, Farm Advisor Karl W. Opitz presents 


the following information:)

Bud variations are found in 
all citrus varieties. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that ‘‘sports’”’ 
have been found in nucellar bud 
lines. The discovery that many 
nucellar navel trees propagated 
from ‘‘desert buds” bear high- 
acid fruit re-emphasizes the nec- 
essity for careful bud selection 
in propagating citrus trees. 

Unfortunately, a large number 
of navel trees, planted since 


1956, will probably have to be 
rebudded. Packers and growers 
recognize that highest quality 
fruit must be produced in order 
to maintain a satisfactory mar- 
keting position. High-acid fruit 
is not generally as acceptable as 
the standard navel orange, and 
will be rejected when sweeter 
fruit can be obtained.

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THE GIANT — AGRICULTURE 


The importance of agriculture in the nation's economy is 
often talked about, but seldom pinned down in a total statement. 
Perhaps the following facts will give an idea of just what agricul- 
ture means to the economy: 


Farmers of the nation empley 7.4 million workers — more 
than employed in the steel industry, in the automobile industry 
and in the transportation and utility industries combined. 


Farmers have a capital investment of $203 billion, which 
equals $21,300 for each farm employee, compared to $15,900 
for each employee in manufacturing industries. 


Farmers spend some $26 billion a year for goods and serv- 
ices to produce crops, and another $15 billion for personal items, 
such as clothing, food, drugs, furniture, appliances. : 


In private employment, four out of every 10 jobs are related 
to agriculture; 10 million people have jobs in storage, transporte- 
tion, processing, and.merchandising of farm products; six million 
people have jobs supplying the products that farmers use. 


And: one hour of farm labor now produces four times as 
much food and other crops as it did in 1920; one farm worker 
produces food for himself and 24 others; productivity of the 
American farm worker increased nine per cent a year through the 
1950s, compared to two and one-half per cent per year in non- 
agricultural industries. 


Farmers pay $1.2 billion annually in real estate. taxes plus 
_ another billion and a quarter dollars in income taxes. 


And farm products form a base for other industries, as indi- 
cated by the fact that farmers receive only 38 cents out of every 
dollar spent for food; 2.4 cents for the corn in a 26-cent box of 
cornflakes; 62 cents for each dollar spent for choice grade beef; 
11 cents for the oranges in a 26-cent can of frozen orange juice 
concentrate; 2.3 cents for the wheat in a 20-cent loaf of white 
bread; about || cents from a 25-cent quart of milk, 29 cents for 
the cotton in a $4.00 man's shirt. 


And as for the cost of living, one hour's work in an Ameri- 
can factory has consistently bought more and more food prod- 
ucts from the farm, for instance: Pay for one hour's factory work 
would buy 2.1 pounds of round steak in 1959, nds in 1939 
and 1.2 pounds in 1929; 3.3 pounds of bacon in 1959, 2 pounds 
in 1939, and 1.3 pounds in 1929; 17.6 pints of milk in 1959, 10.4 
pints in 1930 and 7.8 pints in 1929; 3.3dozen oranges in 1959; 
2.2 dozen in 1939, and 1.3 dozen in 1929. 


Agriculture, taken in total throughout America, is truly an 
economic giant — a giant that gives more and more for the dol- 
lars that are spent for its-products.

at the eauivalent of 77,000 full- 
time students. 

A subgroup of the Assembly 
ways and means committee, in 
a recent hearing on proposed ap- 
propriations for the board of 
state college trustees, was told 
that by 1975, enrollment in these 
colleges is expected to hit 200,- 
000, or almost a_ three-fold 
growth in 15 years. Expendi- 
tures for current operations are 
expected to grow almost as fast, 
to some $227 million, according 
to available estimates. 

If our state college system is 
to be expanded with maximum 
economy and efficiency, it is our 
responsibiblity to make sure that 
adequate preparation is made 
now to carry on the work. That 
is the reason much of our inter- 
est is concentrated on the bud- 
get for the trustees. The pattern 
set in the first year of full op- 
eration will be followed in years 
to come. 

The amount requested is slight- 
ly more than $1 million.

the total asked for salaries, op- 
erating expenses and equipment 
is more than twice that for this 
year’s similar costs in the exist- 
ing .division of state colleges. 
But there is no doubt the board 
of trustees has been given much 
broader responsibilities than 
those delegated to the division. 

In connection with financing 
the state colleges, the analyst 
makes a recommendation of con- 
siderable importance which is 
slated for further intensive study. 
That is, that student fees for 
attendance be increased again. 
Pointing out that the percentage 
of regular session costs paid by 
student fees fell from 28 in 1949- 
50 to an estimated 814 percent in 
1960-61, he recomments another 
increase of $4 per student year, 
to $76. He cites statistics which 
show that even at this higher 
figure, the fees are far lower 
than the average for 64 state 
colleges and universities, $217. 
Such a raise, he estimates would 
enable a reduction of $357,000 
in the amount of state tax money 
needed from the general fund for 
the state colleges. 

College trained people are a 
resource vital to the continued 
health and expansion of our Cali- 
fornia economy. Our state col- 
lege system must be improved 
and enlarged to do their part in 
meeting our needs.

high-acid navel originated ‘has 
not been definitely ascertained. 
Nevertheless, it now appears that 
a tree or a part of a tree was 
selected because of its apparent 
health and vigor and used as a 
parent line. 

Why was this high-acid navel 
mutant not recognized and dis- 
carded before being used exten- 
sively as a budwood source? In 
the first place, navel orange 
trees do not bear well in desert 
areas, nor do the fruit contain 
as much acid as oranges grown 
in central California. Secondly, 
small but significant fruit char- 
acteristics are difficult to deter- 
mine. Third, had there not been 
the terrific demand for trees, 
enough time would have elapsed 
between propagations so that the 
sport line would not have become 
so widely established. Finally, 
and most important, buds, were 
not cut from commercial groves 
producing fruit in that area 
where the trees were being prop- 
agated. To our knowledge, no 
high-acid fruit have been found 
in central California from propa- 
gations made with budwood orig- 
inating at the “Citrus Experi- 
ment Station’? and sent directly 
either to the farm advisor or to 
the local growers. 

What are the characteristics 
of this high-acid navel? Vege- 
tatively, the tree appears to be 
more vigorous and thorny, but 
unless a number of standard 
Frost nucellar navel trees are 
nearby, it is difficult to see the 
difference. The high-acid fruit 
tends to be somewhat more peb- 
bly. smaller and more tender 
fleshed than Frost nucellar navel 
fruit. The juice content aver- 
ages 0.3 to 0.4 per cent higher 
acid with the same amount, of 
total solids. This causes the 
fruit to be late maturing. Most 
important, the fruit tested to 
date dq not taste nearly as well 
as standard navel orange varie- 
ties. : 

What can you do if you are 
concerned over whether or not 
yau have high-acid navel trees? 

1. Check with the nurseryman 
from whom you purchased your 
trees. 

2. Find out the source of the
